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Canadian schools join Team Canada in rush to recruit overseas

Over 20 Canadian universi- 
ties and colleges are taking part in 
this month ' s Team Canada trade mis- 
sion to recruit international students 
and participate in education fairs. 

High ranking administrators 
and two student representatives from 
Canadian universities and colleges 
including McGill, Dalhousie and the 
University of British Columbia, 
joined over 400 business people to 
take pan in the Asia- Pacific trade 
mission. 

The post-secondary educa- 
tion representatives are focusing on 
recruiting international students from 
South Korea, the Philippines and 
Thailand. 

Jeanne Thibault, a spokes- 
person for the Association of Univer- 
sities and Colleges of Canada, which 
is spearheading the university com- 
ponent of the mission, says Canada is 



falling behind other countries in re- 
cruiting international students. 

**Canada has to be more 
proactive (in its recruitment strate- 
gies), if we don't other countries are 
going to benefit," said Thibault. "It's 
a competition for students.'* 

The drive for international 
students is seen by critics as an at- 
tempt to fund post-secondary educa- 
tion at a time when governments are 
cutting back. The federal government 
is cutting $7 billion in transfer pay- 
ment to the provinces for education, 
health and welfare over three years. 

Since foreign students aren't 
subsidized by the federal government, 
they pay higher tuition fees and gen- 
erate more revenue for 
post- secondary education. An inter- 
national student can pay as high as 
$ 1 8,000 each year for an engineering 
degree at the University of Waterloo 
and $10,600 for any undergraduate 
degree from York University. 

Susan Mann, president of 
York University, one of the schools 
participating in the mission, admits 
that considering international students 
as a source of funding is important,

especially in Ontario where interna- 
tional student fees are set by indi- 
vidual institutions. 

Steve Wilson, chair of the 
National Graduate Council, a group 
representing graduate students, is 
concerned about how universities 
view international students as a com- 
modity. Originally, he says, univer- 
sities had international students to 
give campuses a worldwide perspec- 
tive and promote diversity but today 
they are used as a cash-grab. 

Wilson also says universi- 
ties aren*t aiming to recruit students 
from all over the world. The trip 
targets Asia where an economic boom 
has provided a middle class with 
money to be spent on sending stu- 
dents overseas. "They're not inter- 
ested in recruiting the best and bright- 
est, but the ones with the cash.** 

Currently, 46 per cent of 



international students in Canada come 
from Asia, compared to the less than 
2 per cent from South America. 

Even before joining Team 
Canada, universities aggressively re- 
cruited international students through 
seven Canadian Education Centres, 
all of which are located in Asia. Two 
more will open in New Delhi and 
Mexico on April 1 of this year. Uni- 
versities pay $7,500 to belong to the 
centres which promote Canada as a 
study destination. 

The centres are the "only 
way to go," according to Joanne 
Uyede, a director for the Asia Pacific 
Foundation of Canada, which over- 
sees the centres. 

Uyede says the centres are a 
cost-effective method of recruiting 
students internationally. "It enables 
the institutions to have a face [in 
Asia] all year long." 



Besides paying for mem- 
bership in the centres the universities 
are footing the bills for the repre- 
sentatives they sent on the trip. The 
cost is $6,850 which includes airfare 
and participation but not additional 
expenses. 

The trade mission places a 
major emphasis on the centres since 
it*s the first time four of the centres 
are holding education fairs. The first 
of which will be officially opened by 
Prime Minister Jean Chretien in Bang- 
kok on Jan. 18. 

Each institution will set up a 
booth and talk to students about the 
merits of studying at that particular 
school. "It's like a trade show," ac- 
cording to Uyede, "only the com- 
modity is education and training." 

Team Canada members left 
for Asia on Jan. 8 and return Jan. 20. 



Tuition deregulation top 
Smith panel's recommendations

The Ontario government 
must strengthen its financial support 
to universities and colleges, but 
should deregulate tuition fees and 
allow private universities to compete 
with public institutions, says a gov- 
ernment sponsored panel created to 
look into the future of postsecondary 
education in the province. 

Student leaders have re- 
sponded with cautious approval to 
the Smith panel's call for increased 
government funding for the prov- 
ince's postsecondary system and its 
recommendation of an increase in 
capital for research - but they aren't 



happy with all of the panel's 18 rec- 
ommendations. 

"I think the call for greater 
public funding is a smoke screen to 
placate people who would otherwise 
be outraged at many of dieir other 
requests," said Michol Hoffman, act- 
ing president of the University of 
Toronto's Graduate Students' Un- 
ion. 

Vicki Smallman, a spokes- 
person for the Canadian Federation 
of Students, says the panel's report, 
which was released on Dec. 15, shows 
they didn't pay attention to the con- 
cerns of students. 

"The panel managed to talk 
to a lot of people given the time line 
they were working under, but the 
only people they really listened to 
were the university presidents," 



Smallman said. 

Many university adminis- 
trators from across the province cam- 
paigned for the recommendations that 
ended up in the panel's final report 
including tuition fee deregulation, a 
loan repayment program indexed to- 
wards the future income of gradu- 
ates, and a push for more private 
sector involvement with universities 
and colleges. 

Smallman says the panel 's's 
call for private universities is danger- 
ous and may contribute to the decline 
of the public postsecondary educa- 
tion system by setting the stage for 
skyrocketing tuition fees and plum- 
meting value for degrees from public 
schools.

Commerce games wet 

T-shirts leave some 

feeling soggy

Concordia's Commerce and 
Administration Students ' Association 
is being throttled with criticism for a 
planned wet t-shirt/wet boxer contest 
to be held at the 6th Annual Under- 
graduate Business Games this week- 
end. The Games, in which 1 1 univer- 
sities Canada-wide will participate, 
are designed to foster a sense of unity 
and competitive intermixing among 
the over 800 students participants, 
and are intended to bring future Ca- 
nadian business leaders together for 
academic and sporting competitions. 

The contest in question, to 
be held Saturday night at the Colos- 
seum dance club, has resulted in wide- 
spread condemnation of CAS A. **I 
have a problem with their decision. I 
think wet t-shirt contests are degrad- 
ing,*' said Sharon Selkirk, the secre- 
tary of the International 
Federation of Business and Profes- 
sional Women's Clubs. "I think we 
should be portraying our next gen- 
eration of leaders as professionals. I 
don't think (the CASA executives) 
are emphasizing the seriousness of 
our new business leaders of tomor- 
row, I can *t see how this will 
help them." 

But Alia Del Bianco, presi- 
dent of the organizing committee of 
the games, doesn't feel the contest 
interferes with the unifying spirit of 
the games, adding that any students 
who feel uncomfortable, ''or of- 
fended, they can leave, they don't 
have to watch." 

Del B ianco further defended 
the contest by explaining it is sepa- 
rate from the business and sporting 
competitions of the day, and the re- 
sults of the wet t-shirt/wet boxer con- 
test will have no effect on the awards 
to be handed out at the end of the 
weekend. 

"We want to bring (the stu- 
dents) together in a friendly, com- 
petitive atmosphere," she said, em- 
phasizing that the contest is just a 
harmless social activity. "The giris 
are wearing their bras, it *s not any- 
thing disgusting. It wasn't meant to 
be a message of any kind. It 's just 
there to attract people to Montreal." 

Associate Dean of Com- 
merce Danielle Morin echoed Del 
Bianco's sentiments that the contest 
was separate from the business- ori- 
ented events of the day, and added 
she hoped the games would not be 
overshadowed by this contest be- 
cause, "I think the message (CASA) 
wants to give to the community is 
that they are a welcoming environ- 
ment." DelBiancoalsoadded, "This 
is great exposure for Concordia." 

Twenty-one-year-old Jason 
Carriere is in his first year of Com- 
merce at Concordia, and although he 
will not be participating in the con- 
test, he supports his CASA peers, 
and feels the greater community is 



overreacting to the event. 

"I'm sure the people in 
CASA just wanted it as an ice 
breaker," he said. "It's not degrading 
to women, men are there too. No 
one's forcing anyone to (participate). 
If people don't like it they can just 
leave." 

Carriere added that the 
games should not suffer "because of 
a wet t-shirt contest." 
Coordinator of Concordia 's Women 
's Centre Natalie Leveille is disillu- 
sioned with CASA, and sees little 
enjoyment in wet t-shirt/boxer con- 
tests, under any circumstances. 

"I'm surprised and a bit 
shocked, " she remarked. "As stu- 
dents we have a responsibility to act 
and react within a political and social 
context, even in the name of fun." 

Leveill^ dismissed the no- 
tion that it was an event promoting 
equality among the sexes by having a 
wet boxer contest as well, and said 
that women's bodies are consistently 
subjected to scrutiny examination and 
degradation, whilst males bodies are 
not. 

''It 's a lame attempt at bal- 
ancing things out with the wet boxer 
contest. Women's breasts and male 
genitalia are completely different, " 
she emphasized. "The ramifications 
for women (participating in the event) 
are much greater than for men. Men 
are rarely made to feel degraded for 
their body parts. And women are." 
Dean of Students Donald Boisvert 
feels that the members of CASA are 
adults, and are therefore responsible 
for their own actions and intentions. 
He said he does not have a place to 
directly interfere with the organizing 
of the games, or the policing of social 
activities organized during the 
evening. However, he added that the 
wet t- 

shirt/boxer contest was "inappropri- 
ate." 

"If someone (from CASA) 
had discussed it with me, I would 
have raised questions about the inap- 
propriateness of the event, " he said. 
Since the controversy began with the 
contest, both Del Bianco and Kathy 
Tsolakas, president of CASA, have 
since approached Boisvert and dis- 
cussed the ramifications of keeping 
the contest on the agenda. 

"My advice to them is to 
cancel this event, " said Boisvert. 
Another point that disturbs Leveille 
is the possibility that commerce pro- 
fessors and faculty members may at- 
tend the contest. "Around an aca- 
demic context professor or business- 
man may show up. The (end results) 
are negative, " she said. "CASA is 
sending a message that women's 
breasts in the program are being val- 
ued, and not their minds." 

Tsolakas was reluctant 
comment on the controversy sui 
rounding the games, but only sai( 
"Too much hoopla has been 
over this for no apparent reas( 
don't see what the big deal is." 

She also admitted she hi 
yet decided whether she would be 
participant or not.

public to gauge which is a real uni- 
versity and which is not," she said. 

Hoffman says the govern- 
ment should consider some of the 
recommendations, but not all "I 
hope the government listens to the 
restoration of funding recommenda- 
tion but I hope they ignore almost 
everything else." 

The report has already had 
some effect of government policy. 
Education Minister John Snobelen 
announced four days before Christ- 
mas that funding for 1997-98 would 
remain stable at this year's level of 



$6.1 -billion for the elementary, sec- 
ondary, and post- secondary school 
systems. 

Snobelen said the freeze 
would provide the transfer partners 
with some stability in funding, and 
give the government the chance to 
look for "re-investment opportuni- 
ties," which has become recognized 
Tory language for spending reduc- 
tions. 

The funding freeze to 
post- secondary education was not a 
total surprise to all. During this past 
year, the province's colleges and uni- 
versities dealt with the effects of in- 
corporating a 1 5.8 per cent reduction 



in operating grants outlined in No- 
vember, 1995. At the same time, the 
1997/98 transfer levels of some of 
the sectors were also announced, and 
it appeared at the lime that the sector 
would see no more cuts in the second 
year. 

"I'm glad they've frozen 
(funding levels)," said Smallman. 
"(But) whether or not they're going 
to take (panel chair David) Smith's 
recommendation to bring the fund- 
ing level up to the national average" 
remains to be seen, she said. 

Ontario currently spends 
less per capita on postsecondary edu- 
cation than any other province.

This column is based on ques- 
tions or suggestions received 
by staff members of the 
Desmarais Library either per- 
sonally or on the **Comp]i- 
ments / Questions /Sugges- 
tions'' form that may be filled 
out near the exit of the library. 

Question : Why are students/ 
library users permitted to 
have Walkmans in the li- 
brary? The Beatles' tune 
"Penny Lane" was loud 
enough for me to hum. This 
is very distracting. 
Reply: You are quite right to be upset. Other than around the Reference 
Desk, the library is supposed to be as quiet as a funeral parlour, and 
nobody turns up there listening to 'Tenny Lane". There is of course 
nothing to stop you from asking a miscreant to turn his/her machine off 
- but if you are uncomfortable about doing this, please see the Amiable 
librarian who will do it for you. 

Question: When designing the library, why were the noisy doors 
with the large metal bars used? When they are opened or closed^ 
someone has to push the metal bar and this makes a loud noise, 
thereby disturbing students who are studying. Personally, I would 
have used light, quiet doors. 

Reply: This is one instance when the Amiable Librarian cannot help you. 
The doors you are referring to are regulation fire doors (you Ml notice 
them in other parts of the university as well), and if they were not used 
in the library, the Amiable Librarian would get into trouble with the Fire 
Marshall. 

Question: The reading area on the main floor is a great place to read 
quietly or doze a bit.

Please ask the staff to pass around 
once in awhile and tell people to be quiet or put up a sign that states 
clearly that loud talking is not permitted.

The staff w/// be posting more signs 
asking that the library be kept quiet, and staffers will be heading out on 
patrol. Even so, the Amiable Librarian makes a heartfelt plea to all 
readers to keep voices down when in the building. 

Question: Why was CINHAL (the Cumulative Index to Nursing 
and Allied Health Literature), taken off the CD network? 

Reply: Turns out it was because of a software problem - before when any 
students pressed F9 key (for the list of subject headings), the terminal 
crashed. CINHAL will return to the network when this problem has been 
corrected. In the interim, CINHAL is available for use on one of the 
library's stand -alones. 

Question: I have noticed that the Reference Desk has a new compu- 
ter with Windows 95 products running on it. How does this extra 
expense help students? 

Reply: In addition to providing Windows-based access to the Internet, 
the terminal at the front desk contains a number of odier windows-based 
products that are useful. In January and February, the library is running 
a trial of EBSCOhost carries over 1 ,000 journal titles, ^m//- text such as 
the American EconomisU AIDS Weekly, the Futurist and Violence 
Against Women. A complete list has been posted on the bulletin board 
just outside the library. In addition, EBSCOhost contains abstracting 
and indexing for further 2,000 titles. Since the service is available, you 
might want to ask for a free trial. Library staffers can email the results 
to you. 



Model Parliament a Success

On Saturday January 8, the Laurentian University Political Science Association held its fifth annual model 
parliament in the Great Hall. 

This year's parliament was modeled after the Federal House. Elections were held on campus to determine 
the makeup of the parliament. The Liberal party formed the government with 24 seats. The New Democrats were 
the official opposition with 1 2 seats followed by the Progressive Conservatives with 9 seats, the Reform party had 
5 seats and the Bloc Quebecois had 2 seats. 

Alan Hopkins sat as the lone independent house member. Hopkins, a fourth year Religion and Music major, 
was the only member to get a bill passed by the house, and was presented with the award for best overall M.P. The 
bill that Hopkins presented dealt with the imposition of a mandatory 30 hour work week in Canada to facilitate 
eventual full employment. 

The Governor General for the event was Dr. Ross Paul, President of the University. The Speaker of the House 
was none other than Floyd Laughren, Member of the Provincial Parliament for the riding of Sudbury-Nickel Belt. 
Notable Sudburians from outside the University that came to watch the proceedings included Sudbury-East M.P.P 
Shelly Martel, Sudbury Disunct Labor Council President John Filo, as well as various Laurentian alumni. 

The event provided the students with the forum to strengthen their debating skills as well as providing them 
with a forum to discuss issues that they feel to be relevant to Canadians. Issues discussed this year included an NDP 
proposal to impose a minimum tax of 35% on corporate profits. The Liberal party dealt with the legalization of doctor 
assisted suicide. The Conservatives presented a bill that dealt with Criminal Code issues. The Reform party 
presented their ideas regarding the proposed recall of MPs that constituents become unhappy with. The Bloc 
Quebecois put forth a bill that dealt with the devolution of power to the provinces. The afternoon brought about some 
interesting developments in the way of coalitions. The Bloc joined with the Tories and the Reform party to attempt 
to topple the governing Liberals. The NDP later joined with the Liberals to counter the first coalition. 

At the banquet that topped off the evening, awards were given to recognize some of the best, and some of 
the most entertaining performances. The Award for best Minister was given to Neil Mcgraw; Natalie Marshall, 
David McDonald, Todd Bosak, Derek Deluca, Brenda Rieupette, and Ruth Slee were recognized for their efforts. 
The consensus of organizers and participants was that the event was an unqualified success which would definitely 
be continued in coming years.

Well, the Smith Report or 
'^Excellence, Accessibility, Respon- 
sibility'* Report was released back in 
December and the situation of stu- 
dents in Ontario has gotten worse. 
Ontario is already the province in last 
place that spend the least money on 
postsccondary education. The Smith 
Report sets a dangerous precedence 
for the future of universities and col- 
leges. We students have much to fear 
not only from the provincial govern- 
ment but also from our own adminis- 
trations. 

It all started when the Minis- 
try of Education did not appoint a 
student to the panel that will travel 
across the province for only six weeks 
to consult with the postsccondary in- 
stitutions and the different groups. 
Then they told the administrations to 
pick the student representatives which 
was just what the administrations 
wanted to hear. The members of the 
panel were already very biased and 
the Chair of the panel, David Smith, 
who is the former principal of Queen's 
University and a card-carrying Tory. 
The student representatives had no 
choice but to participate in the proc- 
ess or be left out in the cold. 

The contents of the Smith 
Report are very discouraging and 
supported by the majority of the ad- 
ministrations including our own. To 
think that Laurentian's golden boys 



in the Ivory Tower support the de- 
regulation of tuitions is a slap in the 
face. What this means is that the 
universities will now be able to set 
whatever tuition amount they want. 
The report says that the government 
wii] set some kind of ceiling but it is 
not clear exactly how or what this 
ceiling will be put into place. The 
deregulation of tuitions means that 
there will be great differences be- 
tween the universities. The northern 
schools will now have to compete 
much more for their students and that 
can be a very difficult thing to do. 
The report does not take into account 
the regional mandate of schools like 
Laurentian, Lakehead, Algoma and 
Nipissing. 

Another recommendation in 
the report is the creation of and in- 
come contingency repayment plan 
for OSAP recipients. WTiat this plan 
would mean is that after someone 
that has received OSAP graduates (or 
drops out), he or she would not have 
the 6 months interest free grace. They 
would have to repay their loan ac- 
cording to the salary they make and if 
you are unemployed, you don't have 
to pay it back right away but the 
interest keeps accumulating on it. 
This can put further strain on people 
by stretching out the period of time in 
which people must pay back their 
loan. The same system exists in Aus- 
tralia and the average age that a 
woman pays back her loan in full in 
56 and a man is 48. These are not 
statistics I would like to see in On- 
tario and Laurentian grads could be 
paying for a long time because of the 
high OSAP rate. 



The Smith Report does have 
some good things in it such as a 
recommendation for increased fund- 
ing for research but the bad always 
outweighs the good. We must tell the 
administration that we are not going 
to take this and we do not agree with 
your agenda even though you agree 
with the Tory government's. A pri- 
vate university is not a good idea and 
that is what we seem to be moving 
towards. The big problem with the 
Smith Report is that it is presented as 
bits and pieces and not a complete 




package. Therefore the Minister of mation about it and what they are 

Education John Snobelen can take ready to do about it but be fore you do 

whatever pieces of it he wants.

THE 80'S 



ade of the eighties, no one single 
term, idea, or event comes to mind. 
During this single ten-year span, 
large-scale cultural changes and ma- 
jor political events took place around 
the world. The early eighties were 
marked by events such as the election 
of Ronald Reagan to the presidency 
of the United States, a renewed Cold 
War, and revolutionary developments 
in technology . By the end of the eight- 
ies communism had all but ceased to 
exist in eastern Europe, America was 
mired in an economic recession, and 
large numbers of people found them- 
selves using personal computers on a 
daily basis. 

Important political events 
took place at home as well as abroad. 
We witnessed Michael Gorbachev 
lead the U.S.S.R. into a new era of 
democratic thought and improved re- 
lations with America through poli- 
cies like Glasnost, Peristroika, and 
treaties like The Strategic Arms Limi- 
tation Treaty (parts I and II), as well 
as the re-unification of Germany, and 
democratic elections throughout east- 



em Europe. During this time we also 
saw failed attempts for democratic re- 
form in China where, as Elizabeth Bland 
shows in her essay "Remember Our 
Freedom,'' thousands of teenagers were 
killed by the government in the 
Tianamen Square massacre. In 
America, some of the landmark events 
to make history were the death of seven 
astronauts and one teacher in the Chal- 
lenger Explosion (see Jarett Epstein's 
essay "The Challenger Our Disaster,") 
a stock market crash, and a failed at- 
tempt to assassinate President Reagan. 
Social perspectives also 
changed during the eighties, resulting 
in new-found awarenesses of issues 
such as teen life, women's roles in 
society, and AIDS. Ashley Van 
Valkenburgh, in her paper "Teen- Angst 
in the Eighties" explores how Holly- 
wood director John Hughes depicts 
teen life in a more significant light than 
previous movies have. Heather 
Brausa's essay '*The 1980's:The Baby 
Boom Meets Its Doom . . ." discusses 
the relationships between alterations 
in the female work force, childbearing

trends, and fertility rates. In keep- 
ing with the decade's women's 
movement, more women led lives 
outside the home resulting in a new 
sense of independence. This con- 
cept of liberation and empower- 
ment was facilitated by the rising 
interest in health and fitness as dis- 
cussed in Juliane Gestone's paper, 
"Booming Bodies and Heatlthy 
Minds." For women, the fitness 
boom served as a social movement 
resulting in changes in the cultural 
perception of women and conse- 
quently their role in daily life. In 
otherareas of health, the AIDS epi- 
demic surfaced. DcepaChannaiah's 
paper, "The Ryan White Stor)': A 
Shift from Fear, Contusion, and 
Ignorance to Acceptance and New 
Found Knowledge of AIDS" fo- 
cuses on teenager Ryan White's 
experience with the fatal disease. 
As a result, the widespread igno- 
rance of AIDS among the general 
public evolved into a better under- 
standing and acceptance of the dis- 
ease and its victims. Finally, Keya 
Veney's essay "The Vanessa 
Williams Story" examines the role 
of the African American woman in 
society. Tlius, the I980's revolu- 
tionized cultural views of society 
through distinct changes in social 
issues. But that's not all. 

With the eighties came a 
booming interest in athletics which 
increased exponentially over the 
decade as sports evolved. TTiis in- 
terest in athletics reflected the dec- 
ade's prevalent values of competi- 
tion, success, and self-image. These 
same values helped define the eight- 
ies. Americans took a superior atti- 
tude towards other nations in sport- 
ing events, as was evident in the 
international competitions of the 
decade. Alexis Siggers' paper "Na- 
tionalism and the Olympics in the 
Eighties" examines the Olympic 
Games as prime examples of the 
intense competition on which 
Americans thrived . Throughout the 
decade, the Olympics were a per- 
fect showcase for the nationalism 
that was provoked by competition. 
Not only did the attitudes about 
sports change in the eighties, but 
the actual sports also went through 
drastic change. Josh Levin's paper 
"The NBA Revolution" points out 



that one of these most noticeable 
changes was the emergence of pro- 
fessional basketball. In the eighties, 
professional basketball was trans- 
formed into an exciting game that 
captured the hearts of millions of 
Americans. To them, basketball was 
more than a sport. Along with the 
health craze which had emerged in 
the late seventies and Americans' 
changing attitude towards college and 
professional athletics, came an in- 
crease in the marketing of athletic 
apparel. Will Thompson's essay "My 
Adidas!" delves into this sneaker 
boom of the eighties. Tlie sneaker 
industry became the driving force 
behind this increase and not only 
became important to athletics, but 
also took the fashion scene by storm. 
Finally, the eighties are de- 
fined as a new era of image-oriented 
entertainment. Thiscra is highlighted 
by the influence of music videos and 
the changing role of blacks in enter- 
tainment. Tlie introduction of MTV 
made image a crucial part of music 
and advertising. Matt O'Neill's ex- 
planation of this media where a new 
kind of rock star was created is enti- 
tled "I Want My MTV." Madonna 
was one of these successful perform- 
ers who relied on her image to cap- 
ture her audience. The video-style 
format opened a new market for both 
performers and advertisers. Madon- 
na's success is analyzed in Todd 
Slaughter's study "The 80s: Music 
Video and Madonna." During the 
same time Rap music began to de- 
velop and increase in popularity, giv- 
ing inner city youth the oppurtunity 
toexpress their culture and develop a 
new identity to mainstream Ameri- 
can society. Oyama Cavincss de- 
scribes the significance of rap in 
"There Ain't Nothin' Like Hip Hop 
Music." The Cosby Show changed 
the image of blacks on television and 
broke down many previous stere- 
otypes. The Huxtables were a profes- 
sional family, a doctor and a lawyer, 
who definitely broke out of the 
lower-class stereotype frequently rep- 
resenting black families on televi- 
sion prior to the show. Anthony 
Crenshaw takes a look at the change 
in television portrayals of the black 
American in his essay "The Cosby 
Show Changes the Way Blacks are 
Viewed."

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Close Calls for Basketball Vees

Last week was a tough week 
for both the basketball Vees and Lady 
Vees. With the passing of Peter Ennis, 
the Lady Vees were mourning the 
loss of a mentor and a coach. On top 
of this, they had to face the very 
strong University of Toronto Varsity 
Blues on Friday night. The Vees 
(ranked 3rd in the nation) and the 
Lady Vees (ranked 5th in the nation) 
had their work cut out for them as 
they faced the men's and women's 
Varsity Blues (ranked 9th and 4th, 
respectively). The Vees pulled 
through in the end, though, but not 
without some heart-stopping 
moments. Both games went into over- 
time with the Lady Vees squeaking 
by Toronto 72-7 1 and the Vees edging 
out the Blues 81-78. There was a 
moment of silence before each game 
in memory of Peter Ennis. 

The women took to the court 
and quickly gained control. Playing 
to a medium size crowd, the Vees 
were maintaining a small (6 point) 
lead midway through the half. With 
Stephanie Harrison and 
Stephanie Desutter both 
performing exceptionally well 
at both ends of the court, the 
Vees held the Blues at bay, 
jumping to a twelve point lead 
with five minutes left in the 
half. The Blues fought back, 
however and whittled the lead 
down to seven points before 
the half ended. 

The second half did not 
go quite as well for the Lady 
Vees. The Blues kept the 
pressure on the Vees, forcing 
turnovers and, at times, 
shutting down the Vees 
offense. The Vees lead 
gradually decreased until, with 
about seven minutes left in 
the half, they were ahead by a mere 
one point. The Vees rallied, fighting 
for every point. The lead returned to 
seven points after Katie Malone sunk 
two free throws (going 5 for 7 for the 
night) with just over a minute to go. 
The game wasn't over, however, as 
the Blues made a desperate push that 
brought them within two points of 
the lead with just eighteen seconds 
left. The Vees defense was solid but, 
try as they might, they couldn't 
prevent the last second basket that 
sent the game into overtime. 

The Blues were obviously 
pumped as they headed into overtime. 
At the midway point of the period, 
the Blues were up by a daunting six 
points (7 1 -65).

When 
she sunk the first basket, a loud cheer 
erupted from the crowd. The second 
basket was also on target and the 
Vees now had a one point lead. The 
Vees then proceeded to shut down 
the Blues offense, not allowing them 
any chance at another last second 
basket. 

The Molson's Athlete of the 




game for the Lady Vees was Jennifer 
Chomey, who scored eight points 
and nabbed a total of seven rebounds. 

The men's game was equally 
exciting. With twoofthe top teams in 
the OUAA East Division going at it, 
this was a crucial game for the 
Voyage urs. A large crowd was on 
hand (including a small, but loud 
group of superfans) to watch this 
battle of two OUAA heavyweights. 

The Vees kicked off the 
scoring with a three-pointer by Shawn 
Swords, which was followed by a 
pair of free throws by Roan Biggs. 
The five point did not last long. The 
Blues quickly made up the deficit, 
but were unable to gain the lead. The 
Vees fought off charge after charge, 
dominating the boards and scoring 
when it counted. Especially 
impressive was rookie Vee Ted 
Donglemans, who led the team with 



five offensive and seven defensive 
rebounds. It was crucial performances 
like these that gave Laurentian the 
edge over the Blues. It was an edge 
that the Vees needed. They kept a 
small lead throughout the half, leading 
by as much as eight points, but no 
more. When the half ended the Vees 
were leading by four points, with a 
score of 40-36. 

The half time intermission was 
enlivened by the L.U. Dance, who 
are definitely improv ing as the season 
goes on. 

The second half was almost a 
carbon copy of the first, with 
the Vees maintaining a small 
lead, thanks to some great 
defensive work by all players. 
The Vees were also able to 
force a number of turnovers 
that definitely aided their 
offense. The Vees' offense 
ran into some trouble late in 
the half With a lead of eight 
points, the Vees began to have 
trouble sinking baskets. They 
scored only eight points in the 
last six minute of regulation 
time, giving the Blues a much 
needed opportunity to catch 
up. And catch up they did. In 
those last six minutes the 
Blues scored sixteen points, 
tying the game at 7 1 apiece. A 
last second three-point attempt by 
Jason Hurley missed and the game 
went into overtime. 

The overtime period was 
extremely close, with the Vees 
capitalizing on free throws to give 
them the advantage. The Vees 
received a scare late in the period 
when Corey Bailey crashed into the 
wall after being fouled in a lay-up 
attempt. Luckily, he walked away 
but the extent of his injury was 
unknown. Jason Hurley stepped in to 
shoot the free throws, scoring one of 
two and bringing the score to 81-78. 
This was all the Voyage urs needed 
and they left the court victorious.

Coach Ennis 
Remembered

O n 
Tuesday, 
January 14, 
1997, Lady 
Vees head 
coach Peter 
Ennis passed 
away at the 
age of fifty. A 
Laurentian 
graduate, 
himself, and a 
promi nent 
figure in Lau- 
r e n t i a n 
varsity 
athletics, 
Ennis leaves 
behind a 

legacy that will not soon be forgotten. Following in the footsteps of Norm 
Vickery (who led the Lady Vees to five straight CIAU Championships in the 
seventies), Ennis took the Lady Vees to new heights. Under Ennis' command, 
the Lady Vees went to the CIAU Championship tournament every year that 
he coached. His teams were consistent winners, posting only fourteen losses 
in seventeen years of regular season play. In addition to this, Ennis also held 
a number of coaching positions at both the provincial and national level. His 
dedication to the sport was rewarded last summer when he coached the 
national women *s basketball team at the Atlanta Olympic Games. 

Acting head coach of the Lady Vees Shiriene McLean had this to say 
about her predecessor and former coach: '*I think that those people that knew 
Pete knew he was a good person. He was the type of person that would bend 
over backwards for you. I know, having played under him, that he went out 
on a limb for all of his players any time we needed help. I think that's what 
made him special. I think that's what helped him recruit the players and build 
a program here at the university. 

'T think those people who played under Peter always appreciated 
what he gave to them. In return, he got the best out of you, I know, as far as 
the alumni, that it*s probably one of the things that you look forward to, 
coming back here every yeaf and reminiscing about the good times, and even 
the bad. I think that he made it all possible and, like I said, he was a special 
person." 

This past fall, Ennis was inducted into the Voyageur Hall of Fame. 
Though Ennis did not return to coaching the Lady Vees, his team is 
continuing the winning tradition that was such a great part of his legacy.
